ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  FOR  TEC  YEAR  1 945. 

To.  The  CHAIRMAN  and  MEMBERS  of  the  BRIDLINGTON  RURAL  DISTRICT 

COUNCIL . 

Mr.  Chairman, Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Third  Annual 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  and  other  work  carried  out  hy  your  Sanitary 
inspector  for  the  year  ended  3'!^='  December.  1945* 

The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  for  all  purposes  during 
the  year  was  2252. 

1 . HOUSING  ACTS.  During  the  year-  77  inspections  were  made , and  where 
necessary  informal  notices  were  served.  31  revisits  were  carried  out  in 
connection  with  this  work.  Difficulties  were  again  experienced  in 
getting  the  repairs  carried  out,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  material  and 
labour. 

In  connection  with  the  survey  of  houses  in  the  Rural  Areas,  482  houses 
were  inspected  and  recorded. 

2.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS. 

76  nuisances  and  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with.

3.  MILK  SUPPLIES. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  fifty  eight  (258)  Cowkeepers, producers  and 
wholesale  traders  on  the  Register,  57  of  which  are  also  retail  traders. 
Two  producers  are  licenced  for  the  production  of  Grade  A.  T.T.  Milk,  and 
two  producers  are  licensed  for  the  production  of  Accredited  Milk. 

During  the  year  123  inspections  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  made 
and  as  a result  of  these  inspections  the  following  infringements  have 
been  dealt  with:- 


Accumulations  of  manure  removed 23. 

Dirty  cowsheds  cleansed  & limewashed. .1 5 

Dirty  milk  stools  cleansed 7 

Floors  replaced  or  relaid 4 

Dairies  cleansed 30. 


4.  MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTIONS:  

As  in  previous  years  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food  has  been 
centralised  in  the  Borough  of  Bridlington,  and  the  inspection  of  Food 
has  been  carried  out  by  the  Bridlington  Inspectors. 

This  has  however,  not  done  away  with  the  supervision  of  meat  and  food 
shops  in  the  Rural  District  and  in  connevtion  with  this  work  99  inspections 
have  been  made.  It  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  the  following  articles 
of  food  which  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were 
therefore  destroyed 

23  lbs  bacon. 

15  tins  of  baked  beans. 

9 tins  of  salmon. 

28  lbs  raisins. 

5.  LATER  SUPPLIES  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  RATERV70RKS . 

275  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work.  Samples 
of  water  were  taken  from  the  Hunmariby ,Flambo rough  and  Folkton  supplies, 
and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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6.  DRAINAGE .

A small  Sewage  works  was  constructed  at  Reighton  during  the  year. 

7.  FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS .

'■■inspections  were  made  during  the  year.

8.  PUBLIC  SCAVENGING  '..CRH. 

The- removal  of  household  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  pail  closets  and 
privies  is  carried  out  by  contract  in  the  parishes  of  HUNMANBT  AND 
FLAMBOROUGH.  This  was  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  the  Contractors*  ■ 

124-  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  any  complaints  received  immediate 
attention. 

In  addition  to  the-wrbov<a^.±ha_31inn--nni-other  refuse  is  collected  each 
quarter  in  the  Parishes  of  Muston,  Follct on  and  Skipsea.,  This  work  is 
carried  out  by  direct  labour,  with  the  use  of  the  Council's  lorry. 

9.  SALVAGE . 

During  the  year  the  collection  of  books,  waste'  paper, rags  rubber  & 
bones  was  carried  out  and  99  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work* 

Some  difficulty  waa  experienced  respecting  the  collection  of  salvage 
during  the  summer  months,  but  this  was  eventually  overcome  and  a regular 
monthly  collection  is  e-gain  being  carried  out. 

10.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 

During  the  year  5 cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  necessitating 
disinfection,.  Visits  were  made  abd  disinfection  carried  out. 

11.  RATS  AND  LICE  DESTRUCTION, 

During  the  year  14  first  visits  were  made  and  any  necessary  action 

taken.
